ANUFACTURERS, wholesalers and retailers as 

well as trade associations must soon concern 
themselves with the operation of an entirely new 
branch of law. On November 30 of this year the 
first effects of the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, 
will begin to be felt. 

It has long been the law of the land that all agree- 
ments in restraint of trade are, prima facie at least, 
illegal as contrary to the public interest and therefore 
void. In practice, however, it was open to a party 
to an action in the Courts to show that a particular 
agreement was not contrary to public interest, and 
indeed such agreements were often upheld. Moreover, 
such agreements were, generally speaking, only called 
into question at the behest of a private individual or 
firm. 

The new Act represents a radical departure from 
existing law. From now onwards the State is to take 
a hand in the matter, and a very large hand at that. 
The Act is aimed, broadly, at two things: restrictive 
agreements and the enforcement of resale prices. The 
Act classes as restrictive a great many agreements 
and arrangements and it requires all such agreements 
as affect home trade to be registered. Once these have 
been registered they will in effect be stopped one by 
one unless those who are party to them can show that 
they come within certain narrowly defined exceptions; 
in order to do this an appearance before a newly 
constituted Court, the Restrictive Practices Court, may 
be necessary. Perhaps most important of all in this 
connection, the Act throws upon the parties to an 
agreement the duty to register the agreement or 
arrangement if it is caught by the Act. It also places 
upon them the onus of satisfying the Restrictive 
Practices Court that the restrictions involved are not 
contrary to the public interest. To do this last the 
parties must show that they come within the exceptions 
listed in the Act. 

The first classes of agreements required to be regis- 


PRACTICES 


tered have been set out in a Board of Trade Order 
and must, in the main, be registered within three 
calendar months of November 30. 


The second broad aim of the Act i$ to prohibit the 
collective enforcement of resale prices. At the same 
time the Act extends the right of a single supplier 
to enforce resale price conditions which he attaches 
to goods against dealers or retailers who acquire those 
goods with notice of those conditions. 


The Act is wide ranging and of great importance. 
Its provisions will affect a great many firms and people 
and will affect very large numbers of agreements and 
arrangements. Problems abound because the system 
established by the Act is entirely new and therefore 
little guidance is available. Nevertheless, many of 
those concerned with the building trades will wish to 
discover, at an early date, if any of their operations 
are affected by the Act. A pamphlet affording very 
timely advice upon the main features of the Act has 
been published by the Federation of British Industries.* 
This document is very clearly written and attractively 
presented and will help many to understand the general 
position created by the Act. The Federation, in their 
preface to the pamphlet, state that: ‘“‘Its purpose is 
not that of the full scale commentaries which several 
publishers are producing, but simply to give a straight- 
forward account such as may be helpful to the indus- 
trialist or the trade association official who wishes to 
acquaint himself with the main features of the Act 
so that he can guage its relevance to his operations 
and make the best use of professional advice. It needs 
to be strongly emphasized that this is a subject upon 
which legal advice is essential’’ 

Subject to the limitations which its preface describes 
this pamphlet is a most useful publication. The 
Federation are to be congratulated upon its promp* 
appearance. It will be of real value to the building 
industry.

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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


TWO NEW TRADE FILMS 


Manufacturers seem to vary a great deal on their 
attitude to trade films as a means of advertising. Some 
firms spend thousands on them every few years, others 
never touch them. This is not all. Some of the film- 
loving firms have quite monstrous films made for them 
and never seem to realize the harm that bad films do. 
A small proporticn of firms see to it that their films 
are good. That is, good of their kind, for trade films 
can be divided into many categories. They vary from 
the purely instructional (the Services make the best of 
these) to the sales talk plug with real actors. It is, 
therefore, unfair to judge a trade film without first 
putting it in its proper category. 

The Yorkshire Copper Works has used films for 
publicity for some years, and has shown its continued 
faith in this method of advertizing by having two new 
25-minute colour films made. These films, ‘‘ Yorkshire 
on Thames’’ and ‘‘The Yorkshire Way with Water’, 
were shown to invited audiences at the National Film 
Theatre last week. Both take the wide view. Both 
are interesting and modestly instructive. Unlike the 
American trade film they do not blugeon their audi- 
ence with the word ‘‘Yorkshire’’, although it is used. 


One tells the story of the many uses of copper tubing 
along and on the Thames. Its story of the corrosive 
action of polluted river water is quite alarming. The 
other film deals with the part played by copper tubing 
between reservoir and domestic tap. 

Both films are directed generally at the user and can 
hardly be called technical. They are quite suitable for 
showing to professional audiences after a good lunch, 
but would not do for keen students instead of lunch. 
As general information, yes; as technical information, 
no. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE AT 


BEST 


It is not surprising that the directors of the Span 
group prefer to call the Parkleys Estate on Ham Com- 
mon private enterprise development and not specula- 
tive building. The spec. builder has so much to answer 
for in the past and, alas, the present. Did you see last 
Wednesday’s News Chronicle? Parkleys (Architect 
Eric Lyons) is good. Very good. The flats are already 
well known, having been capped for England at the 
H55 exhibition, and need no further description here. 
Good though they are the flats are only half the battle, 
for the outstanding point about Parkleys is that the 
architect handled everything from roads to lettering

and lamp standards to bollards by way of trees, 
shrubs, gardening and paving. Although the first flats 
were built and sold quite a long time ago the estate is 
only just finished and can now be seen as a whole, 
complete with its shops. To mark the occasion, the 
Span group has erected a statue and in doing so must 
be one of the first speculative building concerns to do so 
since the builders of St. Peters Square, Hammersmith, 
in the early nineteenth century sprinkled eagles, pome- 
granates and dogs so plentifully around. 

My picture shows Sir Hugh Casson, who unveiled 
the Sculpture, Mr. Eric Lyons, and the sculptor, Mr. 
Keith Godwin, an ex-student of the R.C.A. I like the 
girl, but do not go much on the flora and fauna, 
although I would much prefer it to no scupture 
at all. 


The group has other flats at Blackheath, where I 
believe the local preservation society would prefer to 
see, and in some other architects’ buildings does see, 
bogus Georgian. A scheme for charming terrace houses 
in Twickenham has recently been turned down by the 
local council as being ‘‘not in keeping’’. A touch of 
irony here. The group is appealing. A scheme for 
houses is afoot for Cambridge and the present ambition 
of the group is an estate in Paris, 
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The trouble about all this is that some really bad 
spec. builder will think he gets the idea, and trying to 
imitate it will put up the worst estate ever built—take 
five minutes off to imagine it. Chums, it doesn’t just 
need one architect, it needs a good one. 


BETTER TRAILER CARAVANS 


It always seems to me that the outsides of trailer 
caravans are much better than their insides. Not very 
good mind you, but better. Colours, both inside and 
out, are usually grim with cream and green all the rage 
for outside and natural oak and chromium plate within. 
I have just come across a range of caravans that look 
better. They are industrial and not domestic trailers. 
They look much more comfortable than the domestic 
kind and the mobile surgery for the St. John Ambu- 
lance Brigade would do me fine to live in. Some of 
the shop trailers are neat and pleasant looking, and the 
whole range shows that considerable trouble has been 
taken in the production of something well above the 
average of its kind. The makers are Alperson Products 
Ltd. of Newmarket. 


UNDER MILK WOOD 


If you know the radio version do not be put off from 
seeing the theatre version by thinking that your mental 
picture of Llaregyb will be spoiled. The set is most 
ingenious, but might have been better drawn and 
painted. The characters are as splendid as their words. 
I think the Rev. Eli Jenkins must be real, he is so 
good. If you do not know the play at all, oh! sirs 
and madams, off to the box office at once. It seems to 
me that Dylan Thomas has in Milk Wood written 
more potential quotations than anyone since Shakes- 
peare wrote Hamlet. 


BUILT IN _ U.S.A. 


This postponed exhibition is due to open at the B.C. 
on Saturday and continue until 27th. Even now it is 
not certain whether it will all be there. Having obtained 
an import licence it was then found that what was 
really needed was a duty-free import licence. This 
was at first turned down by the B.o.T., but issued on 
appeal. The latest news is that what is really needed 
is a key-industry-duty-free-import-licence for some 
coloured slide viewers, which are part of the show. It 
reminds me very much of the master code-book 
sequence in the Marx Bros. ‘‘Day at the Races’’—and 
where do I get that? As if I didn’t know. 


All this brouhaha shows how wonderfully we are 
protected against such very British trade-destroying 
things as photographic exhibitions of good modern 
American architecture. Gad sir! the B.o.T. is right, 
this American exhibition should have been made in 
England.

Modern Design and Practice 


Sir,—I am still in existence and sufficiently interested 
in current practice to feel puzzled by the apparent failure 
of architects and their clients to notice that weather in 
this country is as often repulsive as attractive. Why, 
then, the current habit of window design which endeavours 


| to create the sensation of exposure? Other features that 


puzzle me are an obvious desire to do simple things in a 
complicated manner, e.g., a recently illustrated ‘‘cutlery- 
drawer’’? I have had such a drawer in simple operation for 
thirty years past, and it should function longer than I 
do. In another connection I am amazed to find a house 
(of which I pass no detail criticism) executed ‘‘while build- 
licensing was in operation,’’ with cost given as £10,412. 
Some readers may remember that I, with my client and 


| the builder also, were fined because an L.A. licensed house 


rose in cost (as all building was doing) above the maximum 
£1,200, to over £1,600 during building in the most difficult 
times, I have always felt this a gross injustice, and still 
do. M.o.W. as instigators, were themselves offending on 


|a more extensive scale, vide ‘‘Hansard.’’

It 
is therefore with respect that I have read, and now 


| endeavour to reply to, his comments, as these have 


evidently been prompted by your illustrations in Architect 
& Building News, 20:9:56, of the house at Glastonbury. 

Of course, the house was not ‘‘executed while building 
licensing was in operation.’’ Licensing was in operation 
‘during the design stage’’ as stated in your description. 
{t ceased before building work begun, but only after the 
main lines of the design had been settled to the owner’s 
satisfaction within the size limits of the license which had 
been obtained. 

My “‘cutlery drawer’’ answers its purpose fairly well. 
It was simple to make and uses an inexpensive piece of 
proprietory ironmongery. To me its weakness is that all 
inexpensive ironmongery wears out in time. No doubt 


| better solutions are possible. I, for one, would like to 


see Mr. Gunn's version and suggest it would be an 
interesting and useful subject for publication as a working 
detail. 

As for ‘‘the current habit of window design which 
endeavours to create the sensation of exposure,’’ perhaps 
Mr. Gunn would regard the house referred to above as 


| providing an example! The wide windows in the south 


elevation expose the occupants to views of English coun- 
tryside and ever varying sky which, in the English climate 
whatever its mood, is never ‘‘repulsive’’, surely, except in 
towns. The sensation created (behind the double glass) 
is one of protection from the awful happenings visible 


| outside, not of exposure to them. Incidentally, the trap- 
| pings of the warmth, which is received from the sun 


even in this climate, has in practive a very noticeable 
effect on the owner’s fuel bills.

Illuminated Sign Design Competition 


Details of the second illuminated sign design competi-

naught Rooms on Friday, September 28. 

Eight prizes, totalling £400, will be given for the best 
designs for illuminated sign displays on two buildings 
specially drawn for the competition by an architect. The 
buildings chosen are a garage and motor showrooms, and 
a music, radio and TV store. This will be the second 
competition sponsored by the Electrical Sign Manufac- 
turers’ Association who sponsored two years ago the first 
sign design competition ever to be held in this country. 

Full details of the competition and copies of the rules 
with drawings of the two buildings may be obtained from 
the Electrical Sign Manufacturers’ Association, 23 Bedford 
Row, London, W.C.1. Entries have to be submitted by 
January 31, 1957. 
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Jamestown Festival 


Details were released last Friday by the Central 
Office of Information of the British Pavilion at the James- 
town Festival to be held in the United States next year. 
The Exhibition will commemorate the 350th Anniversary 
of the first permanent settlement on North American soil 
and will be open from April to November inclusive. As it 
is tantamount to a national birthday the Americans are 
spending £8}m on the Exhibition and estimate three mil- 
lion visitors will pass through the entrance gates. 

Plans for the British exhibit have been devised by 
Harold Midgley of the C.o.I. Exhibitions Division in col- 
laboration with John and Sylvia Reid, Robert Nicholson 
and Charles Munro. The exhibit will cost about £50,000 
and to save dollars all units will be prefabricated in this 
country and shipped across. , 

The Americans made available an £80,000 pavilion and 
the designers have planned their exhibits within the walls 
of this 7,000ft sq building. As the plan shows, the 
exhibits are divided into three sections: 1, background of 
events leading to the Jamestown settlement in 1607 (J. & 
S. Reid): 2, The English heritage and links with Virginia 
(Nicholson); and 3, the Commonwealth and Colonial section 
(Munro). 


Eastern Federation 
Students’ Course 


The results of the Residential Course for Management 
Students which was held from Monday to Friday, Septem- 
ber 17-21, amply justified its inclusion in the Eastern 
Federation's 1956 Training Programme. With such an 
excellent centre as Belstead House, Ipswich, fine warm 
weather and some of the best lecturers available in the 
industry, the success of the course seemed assured. Per- 
haps the most noteworthy feature was the high standard 
of the 25 management students from member firms who 
right from the start showed a great keenness and ability. 
One felt that with more of this management material 
becoming available, the future of the Building Industry in 
East Anglia would be in good hands. 

The one architectural student who took advantage of 
the invitation to the profession to participate in the 
Course, was warmly welcomed and in the light of subse- 
quent experience it was a matter for regret that more 
architectural students had not found it possible to take 
part. 

The programme arranged was a very full one and in 
addition to seven lectures on subjects of special importance 
there was a film show, a building quiz and a visit to the 
Ipswich Docks Extension. The Course was opened by the 
Federation President, Mr. R. G. Carter. 

Speaking on the subject of ‘‘The Structure of the Build- 
ing Industry’? Mr. E. J. Cook, a Director of Richard 
Costain Ltd.; said what was needed more than anything 
else in the industry today was integrity and courage. 

Mr. N. S. Farrow, a Director of Howard Farrow Ltd., 
after speaking on ‘‘The Principles of Management,’’ intro- 
duced film strips of case studies and these proved very 
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interesting and instructive. Mr. Farrow emphasized that 
there was no truth in the statement that managers were 
born and not made and in consequence skill in manage- 
ment was something that had to be acquired by careful 
study and hard experience. 

Other speakers on the Course included: Mr. D. Ray- 
mond, Assistant Secretary, Cambridge University Board 
of Extra Mural Studies; Mr. M. J. Youngs, Director, J. 
Youngs & Son Ltd.; Mr. V. Hamnett, Executive Archi- 
tect, Harlow Development Corporation and Mr. R. W. 
Porter, Director of the Eastern Federation. 

Before the conclusion of the Course each of the four 
discussion groups was asked to elect one member to form a 
small committee to write a short report giving an appraisal 
of the Course. This report showed that the students had 
found the week to be ‘‘of excellent constructive value, 
broadening the mind as well as instilling in the students 
a realization of their responsibilities to the Building 
Industry.”’ 

This report included some useful suggestions which have 
been carefully noted for future courses which will most 
certainly be held at this level. 


Law and Administration 


Compulsory Purchase Matters 


It has been one of the principal complaints against the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1954, that it would result 
in a two-tier system of land prices, First, would be the 
price which land would fetch in the open market and, 
secondly, there would be the compulsory purchase price. 
This latter price it was argued, being artificially limited 
by the 1947 valuation of development values would be 
unreasonably low, and would result in authorities obtaining 
land at much lower prices than anyone else could. This in 
turn would, it was thought, affect the price which local 
authorities would pay on purchase of land by agreement 
since it would be known that the authorities could, in the 
last resort, compel a sale at an artificially low figure. 
Nothing has happened since the passage of the 1954 Act 
to dispel these misgivings and two recent reports in the 
national Press may have some bearing on this and other 
aspects of compulsory purchase of land. 

The Minister of Housing and Local Government has told 
a farmer at Brighton, Lt.-Col. P. E. Filkins, that he ‘‘sees 
no reason’’ to hold an inquiry into complaints made by 
him. Lt.-Col. Filkins had revealed that the Brighton 
Corporation had compulsorily acquired 33 acres of land 
from him, for council housing purposes, at a price of 
£2,750. The Corporation then sold two-thirds of the land, 
thus acquired, to private developers for £48,530. The 
Minister’s explanation of this interesting transaction was 
two-fold. It was, he said, in accordance with Government 
policy to encourage the building of houses by private 
developers. Further the Corporation was bound to get the 
best price for the land and, the Minister added, the sale 
price of the land was bound to be higher than the purchase 
price because of the cost of preparing the land for build- 
ing. It would seem to follow that it cost Brighton Cor- 
poration some £46,700 to prepare 22 acres of land. The 
Minister did not state whether it was official policy to 
confirm compulsory purchase orders for land in order to 
enable authorities to resell land to private developers. 

Another interesting aspect of compulsory purchase policy 
is now being raised at Darlington. The Corporation made 
a compulsory purchase order in 1946 for about seven 
acres of land. The field concerned was, it was said, 
required as an addition to a recreation ground. The tenant 
of the field was given notice to quit the field which he 
was farming. Since that time, some ten years ago, the 
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land concerned has been farmed by the Corporation and, 
it would seem, nothing has been done to carry out the 
purpose for which the order was confirmed. The local 
branch of the National Farmers’ Union state that the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government have declined 
to hold an inquiry into the matter. 


Development Plans 


The Minister of Housing has approved, with modifica- 
tions the development plan for Plymouth. The inquiry 
into this plan was held in September, 1953. The approval 
of the plan now reduces to 55 the number of plans now 
awaiting approval. Of these 55 plans more than 30 were 
subject to inquiry in 1953 or before, of which 14 were 
subject to inquiry in 1952 and one as long ago as 1951. 


Scottish Housing : New Handbook Urges 
Improvement 

Local authorities are urged to introduce a greater variety 
of houses into their building programmes, and to improve 
the internal and external design of individual council 
houses in ‘“‘House Design,’’ the new edition of Part 3 of 
the Scottish Housing Handbook (H.M.S.O., price 4s 6d) 
issued last week by the Department of Health for Scotland. 

This edition of Part 3 of the Handbook which has been 
completely revised and expanded, deals with the selection 
of suitable types of houses for housing schemes, the 
external and internal design of houses and their general 
appearance, standards of size, accommodation and equip- 
ment and special functions such as ventilation and insu- 
lation for heat and sound. 

The theme of the Handbook, is that there should be 
a fresh approach to the design of local authority houses 
and its main purpose is to guide local authorities: first, 
in the selection of house types for different kinds and 
sizes of family; and secondly, on the design of houses 
having regard to the principle that should be followed, 
and the minimum standards of size and accommodation 
set by the Department. 

A circular (D.H.S. Circular No. 59/56) issued with the 
Handbook states that the Secretary of State is anxious 
that local authorities should now make a major effort 
to achieve a higher standard of house design in all their 
new housing.

HE sleek appearance of this hairdressing salon is 

in sharp contrast with the dilapidated condition of 
the building as it was before alteration. The building 
was originally a bakery and until 1955 a glassware 
shop; at the back were various outbuildings which at the 
outset of remodelling were demolished. A new base- 
ment was excavated under part of the existing building 
which is four storey. 


Planning 


The open plan takes precedence today over the more 
orthodox idea, in hairdressing salons, of individual 
cubicles for women clients. The architect has evolved 
a plan which allows the accommodation of the maximum 
number of clients within the salon area with a high 
degree of comfort together with all necessary attendant 
facilities—reception and waiting—a cloakroom, kitchen, 
dispensary and staff rest-rooms. 

Access had to be made to the new basement and to 


facilitate circulation the architect decided to have a 
staircase at both the front and rear of the salon.

front staircase was primarily positioned to give a view 
of the downstairs from street level (so as to catch the 
eye of passers-by) and to allow a reasonable amount of 
natural light to filter downward. This staircase has 
open treads of ebonized hardwood with blue linoleum 
surfacing and Ferodo nosing. Treads are supported 
by steel angles welded to steel balustrades and in turn 
to steel tubular strings. The half-landing is carried on a 
steel channel section which takes its support from the 
slab partition partially enclosing the stairwell. <A 
metal plant trough cantilevered from this partition forms 
a barrier to an accidental fall into the stairwell. 


Shopfront and Reception 


Although the glass shopfront was designed to give 
views into the interior, any direct view to working areas 
on both floors is screened. This is done by an 
illuminated photo display frame arranged at eye level 
over the stairwell and by a photo-mural occupying a 
whole wall at the foot of the staircase.

The inward direction of the various elements of the 
front—L-shaped terrazzo step with black dividing strips, 
the similarly shaped ceiling slab with a line of recessed 
light fittings from door to desk and the flank wall of 
polished, moulded Beech cladding—lead the eye towards 
the reception desk. 

To the side of the circulation area, a waiting area 
has formally arranged settees and coffee tables set in 
front of a wall mural. The painting is a reproduction 
of an original in a Third Dynasty Egyptian tomb and 
symbolizes the origins of Coiffure. The lobby with 
cloaks cupboards and adjacent powder room links the 
reception area with the ground floor salon.

A formal arrangement of 
indoor plants occupies the space underneath the stair- 
case and two tone pebbles covering the plant tray form 
a pattern harmonizing with the pavings on the mural. 

Drying bay chairs are covered in a deep texture blue- 
green wool fabric and all drying bay areas are carpeted 
in charcoal grey Wilton. Indoor plants are used as foils 
to the clean lines of units and hard gloss finishes. 

Colour lighting is used throughout the layout to give 
changing degrees of illumination, sufficient for working 
but without losing the sense of intimacy which is some- 
times the case with high intensity lighting. 


Ground Floor Salon 


The hairdressing layout is simple. A_ two-sided 
centre dressing table in ebonized hardwood with blue 
Formica top surfaces has framed mirrors each housing 
warm-toned strip lighting (see detail). At each end of 
the dressing table are shampoo units with along one 
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wail a drying bay. Walls are plastic faced and the 
wall behind the drying bay is papered with a large 
abstract design in tones of blue. Drying bay chairs 
are covered in a black and blue wool fabric and the 
dressing chairs are covered in a leathercloth in similar 
tones. 

Other features of this area are the hair and towel 
chute through the floor to the dispensary area and 
storage facilities in the plumbing ducts. Removable 
plyglass panels to the front wash cubicles allow access 
to the plumbing.

UILT primarily as a speculative 

venture for a firm of estate 
agents (Basil & Howard Samuel), 
this office block in New Cavendish 
Street is the forerunner of another 
building to be built on the same 
cladding principle and designed by 
the same architects, for a site on the 
opposite side of the street. 


The clients naturally wanted a 
building that would give the maxi- 
mum amount of lettable office space 
on the upper four floors and a show- 
room on the ground. The basement 
is used for storage. 


The architects have evolved a de- 
sign which uses a simple beam and 
slab floor supported on reinforced 
concrete columns. The columns rest 
on multiple pile caps on bored R.C. 
piles. As a cladding they have used 
a lightweight aluminium curtain with 
Vitroslab infillings.

From the drawing board stage 
the problem was to work out a 
module which would allow internal 
partitions to be flexible and without 
creating too narrow rooms. A panel 
width of 2ft 10in was considered 
an optimum in order to provide a 
minimum office width of some 6ft. 
Columns are set approximately 12ft 
apart. 


Although the contractors for the 
curtain walling have supplied a more 
or less standard aluminium section 
an infinite variety of external treat- 
ment can result from the way the 
units are fixed. 


With L.C.C. Fire Regulations to 
be complied with the infilling panels 
of blue/grey glass are backed up by 
a reinforced concrete wall to cill 
height and an R.C. beam drops 
down to window head. Opening 
lights are steel and as the windows 
are pivot hung it is a simple matter 
to clean the window glass. 


By choosing a dark colour for the 
infilling panels the architects contend 
that wind and rain will wash off 
grime, but as a safeguard the whole 
of the facade can be cleaned from 
cradles suspended from the roof. 


A taller building would have 
needed rain water gutters at various 
levels to collect the ‘‘sheet water’’

TEPHEN STREET, onto which this office building 

faces, is a narow tributary of Tottenham Court 
Road just above its junction with Oxford Street. 
Foundations for the structure were laid in September, 
1954, and the start of the contract for the superstructure 
commenced in February, 1955. 


Design 


As the section shows, the building has a basement 
and five upper floors. The basement area is for bulk 
storage of office requisites distributed by the Company 
and apart from the main entrance, the ground floor is 
used for delivery and packing. Orders are sorted and 
assembled on the first floor and between ground and 
first are endless belts running through the floors for 
transporting packages from level to level. The belt

runs between the free standing columns and the canti- 
levered window which projects out over the sidewalk 
but on to the building line. The ground floor is set back 
5ft 6in from the line made by existing buildings on 
either side. 

Offices for the Company are on the second and third 
floors and the fourth floor has been treated as the 
Directors suite. On the fifth is a canteen, a club, and 
the caretaker’s flat and the roof is used as a terrace and 
roof garden. Total floor area of the building is 
45,500ft sq. 

The Ofrex Group of Companies will use this building 
as their London headquarters and the block was built 
as a replacement for their present premises nearby which 
are being acquired by the Ministry of Works. 

The building has a reinforced concrete frame sup- 
ported on mass concrete bases and floors are hollow tile 
with side and rear walls brick infilling. These bricks 
are multi-red sand faced 2fin. The ground floor facade 
has a Portland stone cladding and copings and window

dressings are artificial stone. Other than the curtain 
wall all windows are galvanized steel. The ‘“Wallspan’’ 
curtain wall itself is aluminium and carries ‘‘Plyglass’’ 
panels between the window frames. The roof decking 
is three layer bituminous felt with asbestos tile insert 
for the terrace. 


The building faces south. This view is from the 
Tottenham Court end of Stephen Street.

Shortly after the building was handed over a fire broke out in the Chemistry laboratories as a result of the 
burning of a gas lead to a Bunsen burner. . In spite of intense heat which buckled two of the lattice roof girders 
and burnt much of the Iroko bench tops and cupboard fronts, the Stramit roof remained almost intact; only its 
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paper underside facing was charred. The work was reinstated at a cost of about £3,700. 
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Arehitectural Office Management 


T the 1955 Conference of the R.I.B.A., held at Har- 
rogate, certain opinions were expressed about the 
great need for some form of course or other type of 
training in architectural office management. This course 
to be additional to the existing training in Professional 
Practice which all young architects now receive. 

The York Institute of Architectural Study took up the 
suggestion and arranged a conference on this subject in 
the early part of this year. The report of this conference, 
by the Director of the Institute, Dr. William A. Singleton, 
M.A., B.Arch., F.R.1,B.A., has just been made public. 

The aim of the conference was to examine some of the 
problems related to architectural office management, and 
it was attended by a representative body of principals, 
deputies and group leaders from both private and public 
offices. 

Dr. Bradbury, chief architect and director of housing, 
Liverpool, in presenting the opening paper of the confer- 
ence, made a good case to show that unless architects 
could learn to control and manage their affairs with 
reliability and efficiency there was a serious danger of 
their work being carried out by industrial competitors. 
He pointed out that increased efficiency meant more 
money earned in the case of private architects, and more 
money saved in public architectural offices. In his paper 
he analysed the architect’s work and showed how manage- 
ment affected each part of it. 

Mr. R. F. Lloyd-Jones, a partner of Norman & Daaw- 
barn, described the organization of his office, which was 
a large practice, built for the purpose and having the 
advantage of being able to deal fairly efficiently with 
large and complex projects. 

He explained that the firm comprised both architects 
and engineers, and experience had shown that this was 
a very valuable combination in making possible close 
collaboration both from one point of view of design and 
administration. 

The structure of his office was made up of partners, 
associate partners and administrative and technical staff. 
One partner and part of the staff were engineers who 
could cover various branches of engineering. Most of 
the architectural staff were qualified. There were no 
quantity surveyors in the office. The architectural staff 
were arranged in design groups, look after jobs, with 
engineering information, special design and estimating 
sections to support them. One of the associate partners 
undertook many of the functions of an office manager. 
The designs were originated by the partners, but oppor- 
tunities existed for the group leaders and others to con- 
tribute. The running of the jobs was delegated to group 
leaders who in turn had under them job runners in charge 
of individual schemes. The design of each job was the 
responsibility of the partner in charge from its inception 
to completion. But the administration of the jobs usually 
became the responsibility of other partners at working 
drawing and contract stages. It was essential, however, 
that the organization should be sufficiently flexible to 
deal with special cases that inevitably occur. 

A. W. Glover and W. T. C. Walker, duputy county 
architects, West Riding, :ead papers and answered ques- 
tions about the organization and method of operation of 
their office. 

The members of the conference paid a visit to their 
offices at Wakefield and found that they coped with a 
vast volume of work, of which about half went to private 
architects, and that they had an intricate and highly 
developed organization and administrative machine. 


The architectural establishment, they found, allows for 
sections of about twenty architects and assistants, but 
each section consists of about only twelve in fact. All 
work fed into the department is discussed at the top 
administrative and design level, and is earmarked for 
either staff or private architects. Where the job is to be 
done in the office, outline sketch plans are prepared and 
approvals obtained at deputy level. The job then passes 
to a section for development of the design. It is con- 
sidered that a design must be the product of one mind, 
and that all the work of one office should have a ‘‘family 
likeness’’, but that in the organization of this office there 
is plenty of scope for contributions from all members of 
the staff. 

The offices are planned on American lines, with one 
large drawing office and an open-sided gallery, overlooked 
by a large window from one of the administrative offices. 

W. E. Marsden of Minehead described his small private 
practice (principal, two assistants, two pupils and secre- 
tary) and spoke mostly about office procedure adopted. 
Paper work and procedure had been skilfully cut down 
and retailored to suit a small, intimate and specialized 
practice. Office organization presented no difficulties, but 
neither, it seemed did staffing. Personnel management 
was considered of some importance, and the need was 
emphasized for the principle to know the background of 
the staff and for all to understand their position and 
their prospects. 

In discussion, the point was made that a middle-sized 
practice of about twenty staff was the most difficult to 
organize because the principal had to delegate work, but 
staff of the right calibre were not always available to such 
a practice. This point may also have significance in a 
larger field. 

C. E. Wooster described the experimental programming 
of a project in its course through the office. 

He opened by drawing attention to the technique of 
method study that industry uses to improve efficiency, 
and suggested that it was a valid technique to use in 
architectural project management, provided that the twin 
objectives of quality and efficiency were born in mind. 
Efficiency and quality, though, could only come from 
an architectural team that was in a professionally healthy 
and expansive environment. 

He defined a programme as the assessment of time and 
resources required to keep to a time-table. He pointed 
out that a prerequisite of useful programming was an 
ability to control costs. He then analysed the work on 
one project and showed that it might consist of 40 to 50 
separate tasks that could be planned to be done in a 
rational order to ensure smooth running. By estimating 
and rationing the time required for each task and plan- 
ning the work carefully among the members of the team 
available a total time for the project could be worked out. 
As the work on the project proceeded, time spent on each 
task could be recorded (small units of time such as } days 
should be used to give sensitivity), and periodic assess- 
ment of progress could be made. Where the time required 
was longer than that available, whether this was apparent 
at the beginning or only became so during the course of 
the job, there were only three possible courses (a) more 
time; (b) more men or longer hours; (c) lower standards 
of design and/or less information on drawings. If the 
timing of output was to be controlled this fact must be 
firmly faced. Too often hope took the place of action. 

In the discussions it became clear that some public 
offices were so overloaded with work in relation to staff 
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Architectural Office

that every job was just a scramble, without the hope of 
completion of a good set of drawings before the job 
started on the ground. 

Mr. James Nisbet, a quantity surveyor, opened his 
talk on office management in relation to building costs 
by saying he thought job management was important 
because a builder judged an architect by his cofitrol of a 
job and reacted accordingly, and that control of costs 
was an important part of management, because the repu- 
tation of the architectural profession depended upon it. 
He reviewed the various phases of the project and showed 
how cost could be affected at every point by neglect of 
suitable procedure. He stressed the need for closer col- 
laboration of architect and quantity surveyor from the 
early stage of a job. : 

So that members of the conference might have the 
opportunity of hearing how a large industry obtained 
efficiency, Mr. F. H. Cordukes, office manager of Messrs. 
Rowntree’s offices at York, described and answered ques- 
tions about the organizational problems of that firm. 

The conference came to the following conclusions: 

While the employment of architects in the building 
industry has increased enormously, and while this may 
be taken as a measure of improved status in public 
opinion, there is still a considerable lack of confidence in 
the architect by the general public and an increasing lack 
of confidence by the builder. 

The builder’s dissatisfaction is usually concerned with 
the provision of inadequate drawings and information, 
and bad site supervision. These conditions have led to 
the creation of ‘‘all-in services’’ and the creation of 
Architects’ Departments within building firms in the belief 
that a building owner can have a firm assurance with 
regard to time and money and that the builder can have 
control over the production of the drawings which he 
will require.

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The aims of Architectural Office Management should, 
therefore, be directed to the creation of: 

(a) The right conditions in which good design will 

flourish. 

(b) The efficient and speedy production of working 

drawings and information. 

(c) Effective site supervision. 

These ensure that buildings of a high standard can be 
built for a sum of money and within a period of time 
appropriate to the needs of the community. Only in this 
way will the architect regain the confidence of both build- 
ing owner and the builder. 

The following resolutions and recommendations were 
passed: 

1. There was a need for investigation and research into 
architectural ‘‘Office Management’’. The results of this 
should be publicized as widely as possible. Students 
should receive training in the broad principles as part of 
their curriculum. If the research shows it to be necessary, 
post-graduate courses should be instituted. 

2. There is a body of information on ‘‘Project Manage- 
ment’’ which requires collating and adapting to offices of 
various kinds. The broad principles of this subject should 
be included in the curriculum for all students. Post- 
graduate courses should be instituted and graduates 
should be encouraged to take advantage of such courses 
at an early stage in their careers. 

3. In view of the urgent educational implications of 
the above Resolutions, they should be brought to the 
notice of the R.I.B.A. Council and any other bodies 
interested. 

4. The York Institute should plan a long week-end 
course on ‘‘Architectural Project Management’’. 

5. The York Institute would be a suitable body to 
arrange for the research, referred to in 1 and 2 above, to 
be carried out. 

It has been decided to include two courses on the 
subject of ‘‘Architectural Management and Procedure’’ 
in the York Institute’s 1957 programme.
